General Instructions 


The purpose in this book is to show how the problems in the Grade 
I and II course may be developed by the teacher. The drawings are 
numerous, and, in conjunction with the text, illustrate each step in the 
working out of the various problems. They should never be regarded 
as copies, but rather as suggestions as to methods of approach. Through- 
out, the endeavor has been to avoid presenting children with difficulties 
for which they have not been previously prepared, as to do this will 
inevitably lead to discouragement and indifference. 


Each problem of the course represents the work of three or four 
weeks in art. No problem requiring this amount of time—six to eight 
hours—can be properly done at a sitting or in any one lesson. A series 
of lessons will be needed, and these must present the problem in a 
progressive and logical manner. A first presentation lesson may be 
followed by one or more seat-work exercises in which the pupils are 
given needed practice as a preliminary to the next step forward under 
the teacher’s direction. These seat-work exercises enable the teacher 
to carry on the work with a minimum of supervision but provide the 
pupil with a maximum of practice, and lead to a steady gain in strength. 


The many drawings on the plates herein, together with the explana- 
tory notes, will suggest suitable exercises of this type at every stage 
of the work. The level of the work done as seat work will be as high 
as the teacher demands and no higher. Frequent practice in the use of 
the various mediums and ample and steady drill in technique are char- 
acteristic of this method of teaching. Such work, thoughtfully done, 
will lay the foundations upon which good art ability may be slowly 
but surely built in the later grades.

General Instructions 


CLAY MODELING 


In preparing clay for modeling, a little acetic acid or vinegar added 
to the water will prevent moulding. When the clay is prepared it may 
be kept moist for a considerable time if it is placed in a sealed con- 
tainer,—a large fruit jar will suffice. 


To prevent the pupil’s desk from being soiled by the clay, a piece 


of oilcloth about 15 inches square may be placed on the desk and the 


clay modeled upon this. 


THE DOLL’S HOUSE 


Much interest is aroused in the Doll’s room, if the teacher makes 
a doll’s house that is to be furnished with the best pieces of furniture 
made by members of the class. A large corrugated paper box may be 
secured, and the necessary alterations made by the teacher. The cor- 
rugated paper is easily cut. 


STICK PRINTING 


Sometimes it is difficult to secure stick-printing sets. While these 
are very much to be preferred, yet a potato may be readily cut into 
sections of the proper shape and water color used for the coloring 
matter. The stick should be placed directly on the cake of color, and 
then on the drawing paper, which in all such exercises should be placed 
upon a scribbling book to give the necessary elasticity. 


FURNITURE PROBLEMS 


In furniture problems, where it is necessary to paste the pieces 
together, the paste should be applied evenly, and rubbed slightly into 
the paper. When ready, put the piece in place and place a weight 
upon the joint as quickly as possible. This prevents the paper from 
wrinkling. In box problems it may be necessary to place the box end 
on a corner of the desk so that the weight may be applied without 
damage to the box.
